SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. %.—Cutting 
their way through the wall with axes,

On that point he 
said: “It is argued that it is only such 
contracts aud combinations as directly 
and immediately affect interstate com- 
merce that are declared illega] by the 
statute. This is true, but th orth- 
ern Securities arrangement operates 
directly upon commerce, and fits cer- 
tain effect is to control every act, po!l- 
icy and operation of two gigantic sys- 
tems of railroad by which commerce is 
carried on.” 

The Attorney-General next discussed 
the alleged invasion of State rights. 

“Of course,” he said, “a-.State has 
certain powers over the instrumentali- 
ties of commerce which it creates as 
it has over the individuals by whom 
commerce is conducted. But a State 
has’ no power either over instrumental- 
ities or individuals that can be inter+ 
posed between them and the obliga- 
tions imposed by a Federal statute 
regulating interstate commerce. . 

“The question in this case is not 
whether Congress can regulate and 
pass regulations of State corporations 
or the ownership of their capital 
stock. The questian is. can the own- 
ers of such capital stock regulate in- 
terstate commerce? It is settled law 
that interstate commerce cannot be 
reguiated State constitutions, nor 
by State Legislatures existing under 
State constitutions, nor by corpora- 
tions created by State Legislatures act- 
ing through their direct at attempt- 
ea in the Trans-Missoufi and Joint 
Traffic cases. Whence comes such 
power, then, to stockholders, if the 
sources of all their rights and powers 
are impotent to defeat the law of 
Congress? 

“But put the question as it is put 
by appellants: Can Congress regulate 
the ownership of interstate railroads 
under its power to regulate commerce 
among the Stgtes, and has it done so 
by the act of 1890? Most certainly yes. 
Congress can regulate anything and 
everything in the sense that it can 
prohibit and prevent its use in a way 
that will defeat a law that Congress 
may constitutionally enact. For this 
purpose, the supreme power operates 
upon everything, upon everyone.” 

In concluding the Attorney-General 


said: 

“I cannot think that a combination 
hteld together by a rope of sand comes 
within the prohibition of the law, and 
that one which is bound by links of 
steel may defy its wisdom and its 
power. To prevent such a dangerous 
consolidation of power, dangerous to 
commerce and a menace to our free- 
dom, the people have done all that it 
is possible for them to do under a sys- 
tem of government. They had legis- 


| lated against it. If this law cannot 


be construed so as to cover the situa- 
tion, or if the court says yea to the 
proposition affirmed, namely, Con- 
gress has no power to revent such 
combinations, then indeed the govern- 
ment’s @rave concern as to this litiga- 
tion may be easily understood.” 


- COUNSEL YOUNG FOLLOWS. 


George B.- Young followed on beha!?f 
of the Securities Corhpany. His cii- 
ents, he said, do not seek to in any 
way limit the power of Congress over 
interstate commerce, nor was the Se- 
curities Company seeking in any way 
to evade the law. But it was not nec- 
essary to stretch a law covering’ inter- 
state commerce to make it cover son:e- 
thing that is not interstate commerce. 

“We Mure not dealing here with com- 
merce, or the operations of railroads at 
all,” he said, “but we are dealing with 
the question of property.” 

Young discussed the esugar-trust case, 
which, he said, was often misunderstoo.t. 
In that case a number of sugar co.:- 
cerns had been consolidated. The com- 
panies were as much engaged in com- 
merce as were the purchasers of these 
railroad shares. No matter how a un'- 
ty of ownership might arise, whether 
by inheritance, shkle or otherwise, the 
same suppression of competition arose 
af an incident to the ownership of the 
property and not as the result of the 
eee to sell, or even of the sale it- 
self. 

In cases of consolidation, the subiect 
matter must be found in the act of 
consolidation itself, and it did not mat- 
ter whether they were competing or 
consolidated. He contended that if 
Congress had power to regulate, its 
pcewer must be uniform. It could not’ 
be held that the act was effective in 
one State and ineffective in another. 

Turning his attention to the intent 
of Congress in enacting the anti-trust 
law. Young said: “If Congress did 
believe that the States had power to 
regulate stockholdings in railroads, it 
certainly did not intend to exercise the 
power which did not belong to it.” 
Coming to the matters of fact in the 
case, he contended that the law had 
not been violated. He also contended 
that the transfer of the stock of the 
railroad companies to the Securities 
Company had been entirely free from 
the features which had operated io 
throw discredit upon the formation of 
trusts. The transaction was nothing 
more than a transfer of property. 

“We are proceeding upon the the- 
ory,” he said, “that an out-and-out 

e was made, and,” he went on, “‘un- 
less the court is prepared to hold th 
Congress should exercise exclusi 
control of all transfers of transporta- 
tion agencies engaged in inierstate 
commerce, we fall to see how this tran- 
saction can be held to become a com- 
bination in restraint of trade or 
against the anti-trust law.” 

Young closed with a discussion of 
the charge that the parties to this 
combination had been guilty of con- 
spiracy. He said: “There are 1800 
shareholders of the Great Northern 
road, holding $125,000,000 of its stock; 
besides these are ten or eleven gentle- 
men charged with conspiracy, who 
own $27,000,000 of that stock. Of the 
other 1100 persons owning 
$98,000,000. of stock, 600 owning $60,000,- 
000 of the stock have come into the 
Northern Securities, and there are out- 
standing 600 other shareholders, own- 
ing $30,000,000 of the stock of that com- 
pany. Taking the Northern Pacific 
stock together, these s0-called con- 
spirators own not over one-third of the 
outstanding stock of the Northern 
Securities. The rest of that stock is 
owned by 1300 other persons who never 
came into the ‘conspiracy.’ 

Young concluded at 3:15 p. m. o'clock 
end court passed to the consideration 
of other dusiness.

Against Alaska Marshal. 


a United States r-arshal in Alaska 
practically brought an end to the 
hunting trip of a party of distin- 
guished Londoners who had traveled 
thousands of miles to shoot the great 
moose and fine mountain sheep in the 
wilds back of Cook’s Iniet, last sum- 
mer. Some members of the party were 
arrested and fined, and charges which 
were never proved were  pbrought 
against others. 
David T. Hanbury, a member of the 
famous Royal Geographical Society of 
London, who has made three explora- 
tien trips during the last five years 
in the far Northland in the interests 
of that scientific body, was in the 
party which had the disagreeable ex- 
perience. Mr. Hanbury is a guest at 
the Van Nuys, and although unwilling 
to relate in dé@tail the expori- 
ence with the United States authori- 
ties, dropped enough about the affair 
last night to warrant the inferénce 
that there are still some indignant 
Englishmen who do not intend to let 
the matter drop short of an appeal to 
headquarters in Washington. 
The United States marshal appointed 
from Valdez and 
before whom the hunters had their 
hearing are the officials against whom 
complaint has been made at Washing- 
ton. Capt. Radcliffe, one of Mr. Han- 
bury’s companions, was arrested in the 
forest and removed from the camp on 
the charge of shooting one mountain 
sheep more than the law allows.

Then more fences“ went up— 
and as it was a wide country, with 
the nearest human being miles and 
miles distant, what harm if a bit of 
extra land were included within these 
new-strung wires? Soon other men, 
seeing a good thing, came and did 
likewise, and in due time there was a 
buying-out or a consolidation. As 
these valuable grazing lands were 
taken up it became necessary to form 
companies to buy out over-ambitious 
and too keen men who abandoned 
agriculture for cattle raising. When 
at last the country was practically de- 
nuded of farmers—and when the 
sheepmen had been taught, by rifle 
and rope, that they must not trespass 


tion. Thousands of acres of govern- 
ment land adjoined their ranches, 
and as this land was scorned by 
everyone else it is not strange that 
the cattlemen should long to see their 
cattle getting the benefit of its nu- 


expedient to avoid conflicts and “to 
mark the lines beyond which iva) 
herds should not pass was to erect a 
harmless fence, not with any wrong 
intent, but merely as a convenience 
national industry. 

Agents of the United States govern- 
ment have concluded that these fences 
were rubber fences, made by some 
seven hundred cattlemen to stretch 
over an estimated aggregate of about 


‘six million acres of land which stil! 


belongs to Uncle Sam. One man 
alone is said to control some two 
hundred thousand acres. 

The trials will be awaited with 
much interest. The men charged wiib 
fencing government land are backed 
by powerful Washington influences— 
a fact known to a few persons whe 
have lived to look back upon the 
struggle for existence in that North- 
west country. They have ample 
wealth, and are shrewd with a shrewd- 
ness that can only come from meet- 
ing the exigencies of a life such as 
was lived on that frontier. There 
will be some difficulty in arriving at 
the “facts in the case, and greater 
difficulty in proving deliberaie mis- 
appropriation of land: for the atcu- 
racy of early records was not always 
unassailable, and in that sandhill 
country lines were indéfinite. To- 


day's ridge of sand might become to- 


morrow’s valley, according to the 
caprice of the wind. But this much 
is known to all who are familiar with 
Northwest history: the unmolested 
cattlemen have enjoyed a long period 
of supremacy, and their prosperity is 
indisputable. Even railroad condue- 
tors running through a country where 
all the cash fares that stick to the 
bellrope belong to the company, have 
been known to quit railroading to en- 
gage in the cattle business, Just how 
far the elasticity of western barbed 
wire contributed to this prosperity 
remains for the courts to determine; 
but the record of the investigation 
will furnish interesting reading to al! 
who keep in touch with details of the 
national life.

N IMPERATIVE NEED. 
The annual report of Chief of 
Police Elton emphasizes in a remark- 
able manner the assertion frequently 
made by The Times, to the effect that 
the police department of Los Angeles 
is one of the most efficient to be 
found anywhere in the United 
Chief Elton’s report not only empha- 
sizes this fact, but the statistics which 
he furnishes of the work of the de- 
partment during the past year, in 
comparison with some preceding 


years, es the truth of the asser- 
tion beyond suc 1 denial. 
As shown by ef Elton’s report, 


the total number of arrests made dur- 
ing the year was 10,390. This is 
indeed a large total. It cannot be 
charged that any considerable num- 
ber of arrests were made without 
sufficient cause, for out of the total 
number of persons arrested 8223 
were convicted. As an indication of 
the growth of the work of the de- 
partment, the fact is cited that 
in the year 1900 there were 32961 
arrests and 3168 convictions; in 1901, 
5898 arrests and 4857 convictions; 
and in 1902, 6996 arrests and 6054 
convictions. Chief Elton says: 
“Comparison of the foregoing statis- 


ties with the statistics of other -cities. 


will show that the force has rendered 
exceptionally efficient services, and I 
do not believe that in any other city 
in the United States a police force so 
small in numbers as that of Los An- 
geles has made as large a number of 
arrests and convictions. But there isa 
limit to the work that a given number 
of men can do, and the work required 
of the Los Angeles police department 
has long since passed the possibility 
of performance, and if we are not at 
once granted a large increase in the 
humber of police officers, much of the 
work properly required of the police 
department must of necessity remain 
unperformed. A consideration of the 
numerical strength and the work of 
the police department of this city for 
the last tem years shows very con- 
elusively t the small additional 
numbers of officers that have been 
from time to time granted us have 
not increased the department any- 
thing like in proportion to the growth 
of the city and the increase of police 
work. 

“At the close of the year 1893 there 
were eighty-three officers in the de- 
partment, and we now have 137, or an 
increase of onlv 65 per cent., and in 
the said year 1893 the total arrests of 
the department were only 3077, while. 
as above shown, the arrests for the 
vear just closed were 10,390, or an in- 
crease of about 320 per cent. In the 
eame time large areas have been an- 
nexed to the city territory and the 
nopulation of the city has increased 
about 150 per cent., and there is no 
anestion that in proportion to the 
nopulation and the extent of territorv 
+» be covered ovr force is now one of 
the very smaliedt in the United 
States.” 

All that the Chief says regarding 
the need of increasing the numerical 
etrength of the department is true— 
and more. There ought to be, at 
once, an increase of at least 100 per 
cent. in the number of patrolmen. 
and a corresponding increase in the 
number of detectives. The phenom- 
enally rapid growth of Los Angeles 
within the past two or three years 
has brought with it more than a 
corresponding growth of the criminal 
element. The greatly increased area 
of the city, also, has made - police 
protection a matter of great difficulty. 
This is a condition that must be met. 
and met prompily, by the municipal 
government. It is not practicable at 
this time to double the police force; 
but it should be Increased to the full- 
est extent compatible with the mu- 
nicipai finances, and there should be 
the least possible delay in making 
the increase. The growth and prog- 
ress of this wonderful city must not 
be endangered nor checked by = the 
lack of adequate pouce protection.

SCARLET FEVER GERM. 


It is Lewest Form form of Animal Life 
and Does Not Live in Blood, But 
in Skin. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—-P.M.1 
BOSTON, Dec. 15.—At a meeting of 
the Boston Society of Medical Sci- 
ences tonight, Dr. F. B. Mallory read 
a paper on scarlet fever. He stated 
that in the skin of four cases of the 
disease which died in the eruptive 
stage, he found a series of bodies 
which closely resembled the various 
development stages of a protozoon. 
In the course of his paper Dr. Mal- 
lory stated that while many of the 
common infectious diseases are due 
to bacteria, a certain number are due 
to protozoa, the lowest form of animal 


life. 

e bodies found in scarlet fever do 
not live in the Instead, they 
live in the epithellal cells of the skin 
and tongue between these cells, and 
in the superficial lymph vessels and 
spaces of the corium. 

The importance of finding these bod- 
jes in searlet fever, Dr. Mallory said, 
lies in the fact that up to the present 
time absolutely nothing has been 
known in regard to the cause of the 
disease.
